The primary focus of my research continues to be the interdisciplinary study of race, gender, and 
power. Motivated by a longstanding interest in social justice education and activism, my research 
projects all focus on some of the barriers to antiracist praxis and the more hidden or ambiguous 
ways power relations are reproduced. 


My current areas of interest are political tourism and responsible or ethical tourism. These 
research areas directly build upon and extend the insights gained from my previous research 
which focused on the racialized dimensions of transnational solidarity activism and travel 
(Mahrouse 2007). 


Still very interested in studying the dynamics that arise when people travel with the explicit intent 
to participate in political activism, | am currently working on a Quebec FQRSC funded project 
which focuses on the uneasy convergence between activism, travel, and western privilege. 
Specifically, this project explores what constitutes ethical and subversive social justice 
interventions for those with Western passports and privilege. The primary objectives of this study 
are to offer a theoretical and empirical analysis of the convergence of activism and privilege. 


| am also increasingly fascinated in ethical and educational tourism options that ordinary people 
(not only activists) can participate in. To this end, | am at the beginning stages of SSHRC funded 
project which examines the contemporary tourism phenomenon of responsible or ethical tourism. 
Using an interdisciplinary framework and a feminist postcolonial theoretical lens that privileges 
questions of power, it examines the potential, contradictions, and underpinnings of 
responsible/ethical tourism options. 


Beginning in January 2010, | will be teaching a new course that | have developed based on this 
area of interest. It is entitled Tourism and relations of power.
